A new  heading  appears  in  these  tables  in  Puer])eral  Pyrexia, 
which  became  notifiable  on  October  1st,  1926. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  defined  as  meaning  “ any  febrile 
condition  (other  than  a condition  which  is  required  to  be 
notified  as  puerperal  fever)  occurring  in  a woman  within  21  days 
after  child-birth  or  miscarriage  in  which  a temperature  100'4°  F 
(38°  Centigrade)  or  more  has  been  sustained  during  a period  of 
24  hours  or  has  recurred  during  that  period.” 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Following  the  epidemic  of  1924  and  1925  Scarlet  Fever 
remained  of  low  prevalence  during  1926.  4 he  number  of  cases 

notified  was  80,  of  which  68  or  85%  were  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

The  disease  in  general  was  of  a very  mild  type.  Three  cases 
died,  however,  equivalent  to  a case  mortality  of  3-75%.

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  the  rooms  and  articles  which  have  been 
exposed  to  infection  is  carried  out  as  a matter  of  routine  after 
all  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  and  occasionally  on  the 
request  of  the  occupants  after  other  diseases. 

Rooms  are  disinfected  l)y  means  of  formaldehyde  fumigators, 
though  occasionally  a formalin  spray  is  employed.  Articles  of 
clothing  and  bedding  are  disinfected  in  the  steam  disinfector  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital. 

During  the  year  191  houses  and  6 schools  were  disinfected, 
and  19  lots  of  bedding  from  the  Cottage  Hospital.

7 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Under  this  heading  comes  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
.Local  Authority  in  supervising  the  welfare  of  young  children; 
nominally  of  children  under  5 years  of  age,  actually  of  children 
who  have  not  yet  begun  to  attend  school  and  who  have  not 
therefore  passed  under  the  supervision  of  the  School  Authorities. 

For  this  work  the  nursing  staff  consists  of  two  whole  time 
health  visitors  and  one  nurse  who  devotes  one  fifth  of  her  time 
to  this  work. 

Before  proceeding  to  detail  the  work  of  the  health  visitors 
it  seems  desirable  to  give  some  account  of  two  innovations. 

Ante-natal  Clinic. 

An  Ante-natal  Clinic  was  commenced  at  the  Clinic  Rooms, 
Old  Railway  Hospital,  early  in  October,  1926,  under  the  charge 
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of  the  lady  assistant,  Dr.  K.  C.  Laing.  The  Clinic  is  held  each 
Wednesday  afternoon  and  is  at  the  service  of  any  midwife  or 
expectant  mother  in  the  Borough  who  desires  to  make  use  of  it 

Up  to  the  end  of  December  6 expectant  mothers  had 
attended,  paying  in  all  8 visits.  In  each  case  the  mother  had 
been  sent  by  the  midwife. 

Babycraft  for  Girls. 

A special  demonstration  has  been  arranged  with  a view  to 
instructing  the  older  girls  who  are  about  to  leave  school  in  the 
handling  of  a baby,  how  he  should  be  bathed  and  how  he  should 
be  dressed.  Good  types  of  baby  clothes  are  also  shown  and 
explained  and  attention  is  also  given  to  the  care  of  milk  in  the 
home.  A real  baby  is  used  so  that  the  demoPstration  is 
thoroughly  practical  and  it  has  certainly  proved  very  i)opular 
with  the  girls. 

This  demonstration  is  being  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon, 
during  the  school  year  and  we  hope  that  every  girl  will  have 
an  opportunity  of  attending  it  before  she  leaves  school. 

The  demonstrations  commenced  in  October  and  8 were  held 
before  the  end  of  the  year.  At  each  1 2 girls  under  the  charge 
of  a teacher  were  present.

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During  the  year  779  births  were  notified  and  each  was 
visited.  The  number  of  living  babies  found,  after  deducting 
still  births,  deaths  and  those  which  had  left  the  town,  was  723 
of  which  number  advice  was  refused  in  12  cases  (1‘7%). 

The  number  of  babies  found  to  be  breast  fed  entirely  on 
the  first  visit  was  614,  or  86-4%,  29  babies  were  fed  partly 
on  the  breast  and  partly  on  artificial  foods,  while  68  were  fed 
entirely  on  artificial  foods.  Cows  milk  is  the  commonest  artificial 
food  used  and  was  given  in  54  instances,  while  in  the  remaining 
14  cases  other  artificial  foods  were  used. 

As  already  stated  when  visited  first  86-4%  of  the  babies 
were  found  to  be  breast  fed.  3 months  later  this  number  had 
fallen  to  43'5%,  while  at  the  age  of  (1  months  the  percentage 
had  fallen  to  17'7%. 

The  percentage  of  babies  sleei)ing  alone  when  first  visited 
was  43-6%. 

It  is  disappointing  to  find  the  long  tube  feeding  bottle  still 
ap))earing  in  the  list  of  feeding  bottles  used.  During  the  year 
2 such  bottles  were  found.

7 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year,  two  of  them  being  removed  to  the  hospital.  In  no  cases 
w'ere  the  eyes  permanently  damaged. 

Milk  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Infants. 

During  the  year  91  families  \vere  supplied  with  milk  free  or 
half  cost.  The  total  quantity  supplied  was  2,761  gallons,  3 quarts, 
1 pint. 
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51  families  were  supplied  with  2,498  gallons,  free,  and 
40  families  with  269  gallons,  3 quarts,  1 pint  at  half  cost. 

21  of  the  40  families  received  milk  free  for  a period  and 
half  cost  for  the  remainder. 

The  general  strike  caused  a great  increase  in  the  demand 
for  free  milk  an  increase  which,  though  diminished  when  the 
strike  ended,  continued  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
lessening  somewhat  from  month  to  month. 

While  the  strike  lasted  210  families  were  supplied  with 
286  gallons,  1 pint  of  milk. 

Maternity  Home. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  cases  admitted  was  116  and 
in  addition  4 cases  were  admitted  for  Ante-natal  treatment.  Of 
the  cases  delivered  71  were  conducted  by  medical  men  and  45 
by  the  midwives  of  the  Home.  The  average  duration  of  stay 
was  15‘3  days. 

Three  babies  suffering  from  Marasmus  were  admitted  to  the 
Home  for  treatment. 

One  case  was  notified  as  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and 
was  transferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  it  was,  however,  a case 
of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  rather  than  Puerperal  Fever.  One  infant 
was  also  notified  as  suffering  from  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and 
was  transferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  where  the  eyes  com- 
pletely recovered. 

Midwives. 

The  Midwives  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council 
and  16  practice  in  Crewe.  During  1926  the  fees  of  general 
practitioners  called  in  to  attend  confinements  in  the  Borough 
were  paid  by  the  County  Council  in  110  cases, 
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Orthopaedic  After-care  Centre. 

During  the  year  26  Crewe  children  under  the  age  of  5 years 
attended  the  Centre.  The  conditions  from  which  they  suffered 
were  Rickets,  6 cases;  Erbs  Paralysis,  2 cases;  other  forms  of 
Paralysis,  5 cases ; Tuberculosis  3 cases ; Flat  Feet,  2 cases ; 
Mental  Defects,  2 cases  ; Polio-encephalitis,  1 case  ; various,  5 cases 

Hospitals,  &c. 

Details  of  these  were  given  in  the  report  for  1925  and  there 
is  no  change.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  town  by  the  L.  M.  & S.  Railway 
Company  and  is  obtained  from  wells  situated  at  Whitmore. 

During  the  year  256,396,000  gallons  were  supj)]ied  to  the 
town,  exclusive  of  the  quantity  supplied  by  the  Company  to 
their  own  property. 

This  represents  an  approximate  daily  supply  of  14-8  gallons 
per  person. 

Below  follows  the  report  of  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
on  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  DeiDartment  during  the  year  : —

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The  increase  in  the  number  of  water  closets  is  due  primarily 
to  the  new  houses  which  have  been  built.  During  the  year  36 
privy  pails  have  been  converted  to  water  closets. 

In  connection  with  the  conversion  of  privy  pails  there  is 
usually  an  additional  improvement  effected  because  in  a number 
of  cases  the  existing  ashpits  are  demolished  and  a galvanised 
iron  ashpail  provided ; this  prevents  the  depositing  of  refuse  on 
the  back  passages,  and,  in  some  cases,  on  the  main  street,  and 
also  saves  time  in  collection. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  a general  conversion  scheme  is 
receiving  the  Council’s  earnest  consideration  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  know  that  the  services  of  a special  official  have  been  obtained 
for  the  preparation  of  a scheme,  details  of  which  are  to  be 
submitted  at  an  early  date  for  the  Committee’s  consideration. 
If  the  work  proceeds  it  has  been  decided  that  a commencement 
be  made  with  the  South  Ward,  as  the  privy  pails  there  are 
more  isolated,  and  probably  the  drains  in  this  locality  are  better 
than  in  any  other  part  of  the  town. 

Trade  Refuse. 

A weekly  collection  of  trade  refuse  has  been  maintained,  and 
the  charge  made  is  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  collection. 
For  the  sake  of  comparison  with  previous  years  the  table  below 
is  given.

Though  complaints  are  fairly  frequent  with  reference  to  the 
amount  of  trade  refuse  removed  from  business  premises,  the 
price  charged  is  barely  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  collection. 

Refuse  Removal. 

In  reference  to  the  table  given  in  the  appendix  it  will  be 
noticed  that  the  estimated  amount  of  refuse  removed  during  the 
year  was  15,412  tons,  this  being  2,410  tons  more  than  in  192f. 
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Taking  the  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  as  being 
11,207  the  amount  collected  from  each  house  Avas  27‘4  CAvts. 
This  is  a very  high  figure  and  could  be  considerably  reduced. 
The  cost  of  removal  worked  out  at  9/lO^d.  per  house  as  compared 
Avith  8/lOd.  per  house  in  1925. 

The  cost  per  house  and  the  cos.t  per  load  only  goes  to 
emphasise  that  the  amount  of  refuse  collected  from  each  house 
is  very  high,  and  could  be  quite  easily  reduced  if  the  house- 
holders would  only  co-operate  in  the  matter.  It  will  be  seen 
that  one  cwt.  per  house  less  of  refuse  Avould  mean  a saving  of 
approximately  £200  per  annum.  On  this  point  alone  the 
question  deserves  householders  serious  consideration. 

The  fleet  employed  in  the  removal  of  house  refuse  consists 
of  5 horses,  7 carts,  2 V^ulcan  and  4 Ford  Motors.  For  the 
nightsoil  collection  1 horse,  3 carts  and  1 Ford  Motor  are 
employed. 

Dustbins  v.  Ashpits. 

The  approximate  number  of  Dustbins  and  Ashpits  used  in 
the  Borough  are  given  below  and  one  can  only  emphasise  the 
advantages  gained  by  the  use  of  the  former  in  preference  to  the 
latter.  During  the  year  the  Corporation’s  scheme  of  hiring  dust- 
bins has  considerably  helped  in  the  renewal  of  Avorn  out  dustbins. 
The  Committee  Avill  readily  see  that  'a  considerable  amount  of 
work  and  a great  number  of  visits  are  made  in  this  connection 
as  the  number  of  dustbins  rencAved  during  the  year  shoAVS.

During  the  year  one  or  trvo  ashpits  have  been  demolished 
and  dustbins  provided  in  their  places. 
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Refuse  Disposal. 

During  the  year  the  disposal  of  refuse  by  tipping  at  New 
Street  has  been  discontinued  and  the  whole  of  the  refuse  is  now 
deposited  at  West  Street  Tip.  The  questiop  of  a refuse  disposal 
plant  is  one  on  which  the  Committee  and  Council  are  taking  a 
decision  in  the  near  future  as  the  present  tip  and  the  Pumping 
Station  site  are  the  only  available  places  for  the  tipping  of 
refuse.  This  is  a right  and  necessary  undertaking  for  if  the 
present  method  of  tipping  is  continued  it  will  not  be  many 
years  before  the  Council  will  be  faced  with  the  very  serious 
problem  of  where  to  tip  the  I’efuse,  for  if  a salvage  plant  was 
then  erected  there  would  still  be  a difhculty  of  where  to  tip  the 
fine  dust  which  is  50%  of  the  refuse  as  the  two  sites  already 
mentioned  will  then  be  already  tilled.

Arrangements  have  recently  been  made  by  the  Corporation 
to  take  over  the  slaughterhouse  situated  at  Messrs.  H.  Manley 
A Sons  Ltd.  Market,  and  after  making  alterations  have  allowed  the 
same  to  be  used  by  butchers  who  had  been  debarred  from  the 
use  of  another  slaughterhouse  in  the  town.  This  it  is  hoped 
will  be  a stepping  stone  towards  the  provision,  at  no  distant  date, 
of  a well  equipped  modern  abattoir.  The  advantages  gained  by 
the  concentration  of  the  slaughtering  of  animals  cannot  be  over 
estimated,  as  it  is  then  possible  to  exercise  thorough  supervision 
and  inspection  both  during  and  after  slaughter. 

Cowsheds. 

There  are  31  cowsheds  in  the  Borough.  These  are  frequently 
inspected  and  the  limewashing  of  the  same  strictly  enforced, 
but  the  question  of  cubic  capacity,  floor  space,  lighting  and 
ventilation  will  in  the  near  future  cause  the  Committee  to 
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consider  the  same  in  minute  detail  as  the  cleanliness  or  otherwise 
of  the  milk  is  largely  involved  in  these  points  and  steps  will 
have  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that  cleaner  milk  is  produced  and 
delivered  to  the  consumer. 


Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

Many  visits  are  made  to  the  Dairies  and  Milkshops  and  a 
creditable  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained,  the  total  being 
40.  There  are  a number  of  milk  purveyors  who  have  their 
premises  outside  the  Borough  and  retail  the  milk  inside  the  town. 
The  number  of  purveyors  who  do  this  is  34.

Vans  and  Tents. 


During  the  year  294  inspections  were  made,  special  attention 
being  given  to  the  condition  of  the  land  on  which  the  vans  were 
placed.  The  i)roblem  of  dealing  with  the  owners  of  these  vans 
is  a fairly  difficult  one  as  few  householders  desire  them  near 
their  respective  premises. 


The  question  of  the  provision  of  a recognised  place  where 
the  vans  may  be  parked  for  a short  period  might  in  the  near 
future  be  considered  by  the  Committee. 


Meat  and  Pood  Inspection. 

All  fresh  meat  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  subject  to 
careful  inspection.  Roughly  50%  of  this  meat  is  from  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  various  private  slaughterhouses  the  remaining 
50%  having  been  killed  and  dressed  in  the  country. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  as  a result  of  the  Public 
Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924,  and  the  combined  forces  of  the 
trade  and  the  Local  Authority  a great  improvement  has  taken 
place  in  the  protection  of  meat  exposed  for  sale,

Ice  Cream  Shops. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  premises  and  utensils  is  rigidly 
enforced  and  the  source  of  the  milk  supply  carefully  watched. 
The  condition  of  the  materials  used  is  also  noted.  It  would  be 
of  great  advantage  if  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice  Cream 
were  subject  to  annual  license  and  registration. 

Pried  Pish  Shops. 

Visits  are  made  with  reference  to  the  general  cleanliness  of 
the  premises  and  the  quality  of  the  lish  used.  It  is  hoped  in 
the  near  future  to  be  able  to  improve  the  removal  of  offal  from 
these  premises. 

Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  administered  by  the 
County  Council,  to  whose  Chief  Inspector,  ]Mr.  \V.  D.  Laird,  I 
am  indebted  for  the  following  information  resi)ecting  the  samples 
taken  in  Crewe  during  the  year  1926. 

‘‘The  following  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analysis!  : — 

Apples  4,  Arrowroot  2,  Buttsr  6,  Cake  1,  Camphorated 
Oil  3,  Cheese  8,  Cocoa  1,  Coffee  2,  Cream  2,  Cream  Preserved  2, 
Epsom  Salts  1,  Ginger  2,  Glycerine  3,  Gregory’s  Powder  4, 
Lard  2,  Liquorice  Powder  3,  Milk  60,  Milk,  condensed  3,  Sauce  3, 
Sponge  Cake  4,  Yeast  1.  Total  117. 

Of  these,  nine  samples  were  adversely  reported  upon,  viz. ; — 
Gregory’s  Powder  1,  Liquorice  Pow'der  1,  Milk  3,  Milk,  con- 
densed 1,  Sauce  2 and  Sponge  Cake  1. 
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The  Gregory’s  Powder  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  magnesia 
to  the  extent  of  24  per  cent.  This  was  a test  sample  and  the 
seller  was  cautioned  and  another  sample  will  he  obtained.  The 
liquorice  powder  was  deficient  in  sulphur  to  the  extent  of 
15  per  cent.  This  also  was  a test  samide  and  the  seller  was 
cautioned.  Two  of  the  milk  were  deticient  in  fat  to  the  extent 
of  7'3  per  cent  and  9 per  cent  respectively  and  sellers  were 
cautioned  and  other  samples  taken  since  have  been  found  to  be 
pure.  The  third  milk  was  certified  as  containing  10  per  cent 
of  added  water  and  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the 
seller  with  the  result  that  a fine  of  40/-  and  10/6  costs  was 
imposed.  One  of  the  samples  of  condensed  milk  was  not 
labelled  in  accordence  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
(Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923,  and  the  seller  was  cautioned. 
Two  samples  of  sauce  were  certified  as  containing  small  quantities 
of  benzoic  preservative.  These  were  test  samples  and  the  sellei's 
were  cautioned  and  advised  to  communicate  with  the  manu- 
facturers. 

The  sponge  cake  was  found  to  contain  0’23  per  cent,  of 
boron  preservative,  this  being  probably  due  to  the  use  of 
preserved  eggs  in  the  making  of  the  cake  and  the  seller  was 
cautioned.”

Bakehouses. 

While  the  construction  and  cleanliness  of  the  majority  of 
the  bakehouses  in  the  Borough  are  satisfactory  there  are  a 
number  where  a higher  standard  in  both  these  respects  is  needed. 
These  will  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee  from 
time  to  time. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  7 common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough  which 
supply  accommodation  temporarily  to  117  adults  and  3 children.

The  offensive  trades  carried  on  in  Crewe  are : —

These  premises  are  subject  to  periodical  inspection. 

Pig  Keepers. 

There  are  50  pig  keepers  in  the  Borough  which  is  2 less 
than  last  year. 
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In  two  or  three  instances  owners  have  been  informed  that 
when  their  present  pigs  are  disposed  of  further  permission  to 
keep  such  animals  will  not  be  granted  as  their  sties  were  less 
than  the  distance  allowed  by  the  Bye-laws  of  the  Council. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

Though  the  administration  of  this  Act  is  under  the  control 
of  the  County  Authority  the  advice  of  the  Department  has  been 
sought  by  tenants  of  infected  premises  on  several  occasions.  In 
one  or  two  cases  the  cause  of  the  infestation  was  found  to  be 
due  to  defective  drains.  In  each  case  the  possibility  of  further 
infestation  was  lessened  or  removed  by  the  execution  of  the 
necessary  re])airs. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

During  the  year  219  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  and 
48  visits  were  made  l)y  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  appointed  by  the 
Corporation.
